I would not willingly accuſe every one who 


' has laid a greater Streſs on theſe, or any other 
| Objections, than they will bear, with culpable 
Motives for ſo doing ; but I think we may, with- 
| out an Imputation of the Want of Candor, de- 
| clare, that whoever has ſeriouſly conſidered, and 
| ſubmitted to the collected Force of Evidence pro- 
ducible in Favor of Chriſtianity, cannot juſtify 
| himſelf for relinquiſhing his Faith, on Account of 
| the ſubſequent Defects in the Propagation of it. 


By ſelecting this Paſſage therefore, I did not 


mean to enter into ſuch Queſtions with the Ene- 
mies of the Goſpel of Chriſt, in the Performance 
ol this Duty which has been allotted to me by this 
Venerable Society: That indeed would be a vain 
and ſuperfluous Undertaking ; for they who ei- 
| ther are declared Enemies to the Croſs of Chriſt, 
| or only doubt of the Truth of the Goſpel, will 
| pay little Attention to any thing urged towards 
{ promoting this laudable Inſtitution. But as there 
may be many ſerious and religious Perſons, who 
being diſheartened at the gloomy and melancholy

dency, that God, for the Sins and Ingratitude of 
the World, has withdrawn his owing Provi- 
dence over it ; or at leaſt, that in 1 this general De-

Part, would be of little Avail towards the Revival, 


or Support of it, by which means their own Loy: 


and Aﬀection towards the ſacred Cauſe may pol. 
fibly grow at length languid and cold; it my 
not be improper to ſhew, that, inſtead of deſpair. 
ing on ſuch a View of Things, we ought rather 


to be ſtimulated on that Account, to a more vigo- 


rous Exertion of our own Endeavors to enlarge 


the Kingdom of Chriſt, by whatever Opporui 


ties may open themſelves to us.

dictory than a Man's declaring himſelf a Diſcipk 
of Chriſt, and living in a determined Oppoſition 
to his Laws. Every deliberate Violation of the | 
Rules of Chriſt's Religion is a real Act of Un. 
belief, and a Man fo far forth rejects the Goſpel 
of his Maſter. The genuine Effect of this holy Þ 
Religion i is Purity and Integrity of Lite, as perfect 


as human Nature can admit; and if Men de— 
ceive themſelves and others whh the Name of 


Chriſtian, without ſubmitting to the Diſcipline 
required, the Cauſe indeed of Chriſt may ſuffer, Þ 
but the Excellence of his Doctrines, and tir 
Goodneſs of his Deſigns, will remain unim- 


peached. 


If what has been laid down be a a proper Repre 
ſentation of God's Conduct towards us, wha

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| | Judgement is to be formed of it ? If as much 
Evidence has been all along afforded, as the Na- 


ture of the thing required, and the Conſtitution 


of human Beings would admit, can any one rea- 
| ſonably complain that more powerful Methods 


were not made uſe of, adequate to the Preju- 


dices and Perverſeneſs of thoſe who have reject- 
edit? He cannot do this with Propriety, if he 
- conſiders the general Scheme of God's Govern- 
ment over us, and reflects that every Bleſſing, 
both Natural and Moral, which he has beſtowed 
upon us, has been ſubjected by him to our right 
or wrong Application of it. When Wickedneſs 
| and Infidelity triumph in the Land, and Corrup- 
tion has fo disfigured the Beauty of this holy 
Religion, through the greateſt part of the World 


where it is profeſſed, that it ſeems to bear little

An humble and religious Man, who has con- 


fined his Inquiries concerning God within the 
Compaſs of what has been made known to us by 


the Book of Nature and Revelation, will not ex- 
tend his Curiofity 1 into ſuch hidden Things, leſt it 


ſhould prove not quite Blameleſs. If God ha þ 
| been pleaſed to afford him ſuch an Evidence for 
his Faith as has been ſufficient to convince him, | 
he is thankful for it, is content with that Share of 
Light which has been indulged him, and endex | 
vours to make the beſt Ule of it. If he finds thut 


others who have had the ſame Opportunities af 
knowing Chriſt, M by ſome means have their 


Eyes ſtill darkened, he will lament it, and pray 


for and endeavour at their Converſion ; but he 


will not ſuffer ſuch Inſtances to have any other 


Effect on his Mind, than to make him more mi- 
nutely examine the Grounds and Reaſons of hi 


own Belief: the Weaknelſs and Inſtability of 
thek 
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other Men's Tempers, will only animate him to 
+ cloſer Perſeverance in that which he has em- 
braced after ſuch mature Deliberation. 


If they who have rejected the Light of the 


Goſpel, not content with the boaſted Freedom 
from Reſtraint which they themſelves enjoy, ſhall 
break forth in Confederacy to attack the Kingdom 

of God, and jointly with the Prince of the Power 


of Darkneſs, pervert and inſnare the Weak, the 
Youthful, and the Unwary, the well- grounded 
Chriſtian will be rouzed with fuch horrid Impie- 


ty, in nothing terrified by the Adverſaries, to
